swers render immaterial the other quea­ 
sier* subm itted. 
The effect of t tie decision w ill be to release 
the defendants from the punishment inflict­ 
ed by the United States courts for tam per­ 
ing with election returns, but has no effect 
whatever upon the punishment inflicted by 
the state courts for perjury.

TK* Ph uu wad Specifications Already 
Drawn and W ork to bo Com­ 
menced Immediately 
At 3:40 Sunday morning last the shrill 
cr)’ of fire 
and 
the 
ringing 
of 
en­ 
gine and fire hells announce I the fact to 
the slumbering citizens that a fire of un­ 
usual importance was raging, and its lo­ 
cation was at the Northern Pacific shops. 
The bln7.c started in the engine room of 
the planing mill, having been kindled 
by a spark falling into tlie shaving t o w ­ 
er, and was first discovered by the night 
watchman, but a heavy gale was blow­ 
ing at tho time, and before he could get 
the shop hose unreeled the Haines had 
gained such headway as to make it im ­ 
possible to stop their ravages, and he 
turned Ills attention to sounding Hie 
alarm. 
The flames lighted up the coun­ 
try for miles around and in the darkness 
of the night, w ith the flames roaring.sk y­ 
ward, anti the clouds o f sparks and c in ­ 
ders being carried by the wind out over 
the city made a grand sight. 
An im ­ 
mense crowd had gathered to the scene 
of the conflagration and their attention 
was turned to saving rolling stock and 
preventing the flames from spreading to 
the adjoining buildings. 
The p la n in r 
mill, machine shop and upholstery de­ 
partment, together with the old office, 
were soon a mass of flames, Hic wind 
driving the fire before it w ith terrible 
velocity. 
The old round house was next 
ignited and 
was soon 
leveled lo the 
ground, and here the fury of the flames 
was spent. 
This latter was a fourteen- 
stall building used as a freight repair 
shop and contained several refrigerator 
and other cars, which were destroyed 
alike, a car having been run off the turn­ 
table into the p it which made it im pos­ 
sible to get anything out even had the 
heat not been so intense as to make it im ­ 
possible. 
The coach shop, paint shop 
and several other buildings, together with 
the luml>cr yard, was saved by the wind 
being from the northeast. 
Tile damage 
t> the company is estimated at $100,000 
which is covered by insurance in the Liv­ 
erpool, 1/ondon and 
Globe 
company. 
Twenty-five cars were entirely destroyed 
and several coaches were damaged by 
being scorched. 
The duration of the 
conflagration was not 
over thirty-five 
minutes from the time it was discovered 
and the arca burned extended over sev­ 
eral acres. 
The burned district covered 
that part built by Jay Cook some four­ 
teen years ago, and have been considered 
to be nothing but a tinder box for some 
time; the tire was not a surprise, it tieing 
more of a wonder that they have .stood 
so long. 
The Vt Hard portion of 
the 
Northern Pacific works are on the south 
side of the track and were completed 
some four years ago, being built of iron I 
and brick, and fire-proof, which were un­ 
injured. 
The loss of tools and imple- 
meats falls quite heavy on some o f the; 
employees nearly 
all of them having ‘

TO BR R E B U IL T . 
It is good ncw sto the citizens of Brain- 
erd that we are able to announce that the 
shops will he rebuilt immediately and of 
a substantial character which forever set­ 
tles the question as to whether Brainerd 
is to he Hie head center of operation* for 
the company, a question which has agi­ 
tated the minds of skeptical ones for 
some time. 
The construction of the new 
shops, so Weare informed by Mr. Small, 
will be commenced as soon as the grounds 


can he put in shape and the burned ma­ 
chinery and debris cleared away. 
The 
new building will he 70x160 feet long and 
40x70 feet of it being two stories high, 
with a wing attached for an engine room 
and boilers 40x65 feet. 
It will be a fire­ 
proof building built of brick and iron 
itll a slate roof and will probably stand 
lengthwise of the track in the same posi­ 
tion as the store building 
We are in­ 
formed, although not officially, that the 
machinery for the new works has a l­ 
ready l>een secured, part of It to come 
from shops at Livingston, M T., w hich 
were erected there hut never used and 
the remainder coming direct from the 
manufacturers which will he of the latest 


improved patterns.

twelve to fifteen miles above Brainerd 
begin a series of lakes close to tho main 
stream, with inlets more or less marshy, 
and then follow small rapids, at intervals 
of a few miles, down to the last rapid, a 
mile or so above the city limits of Brain­ 
erd; also R ite lake comes in at nearly the 
same point. 
Immediately below Rice 
lake and the last rapid the hanks a t the 
river become loftier, the bottom lands 
disappear until th? hanks now become 
uniformly of a height on both sides, and 
that from 35 to 50 feet, approach to a 
comparatively narrow throat at one par­ 
ticular point. 
This point is 
at the 
>c:hwartz brick yard works, hack of East 
Brainerd, the particular snot being on a 
line almost exactly w ith Fourth avenue 
prolonged northward to the river hank. 
From this narrow throat above, over Hie 
whole distance mentioned, past the rap­ 
ids and lake inlets—twelve miles or more, 
the stream is not navigable, even in a 
medium stage of water, and only in the 
very highest of water, at a flood tide, 
could merchandizing boats of any size 
get over at all. 
As a rule, even logs 
in running from the pineries experience 
difficulty in passing. 
The upper narrow 
throat is one possible site of the dam. 
From tins point downward 
the stream 
make a great sweep around almost three 
sides of the city o f Brainerd, viz., the 
north side, west, and bending somewhat 
at the soutli side. 
The same high hanks 
continue following the stream 
dow n­ 
ward from Schwartz, hut w idening out 
very much while passing the north and 
northwest 
faces of the city, 
forming 
extended and greatly indented bottom 
lands along those faces, but coming to­ 
gether closely again when fust abreast 
of the cenral line of the city east and 
west, at which point the Northern P a­ 
cific crossing was selected, its present 
bridge lies but a few hundred feet be­ 
low this second narrowing. 
Then below 
this the stream continues narrow for a 
few hundred yard*, then widens again 
into 
a bottom land, there is a 
small 
(Boom) lake, and here are located the 
mills and yards including the flouring 
mill of Howes & Davis and the lumber 
mills of J. J. Howe $ Co, 
A t the second 
narrowing 
mentioned 
viz., less than 
1,000 feet above the Northern Pacific and 
the present wagon bridge is the second 
proposed 
site 
for 
the 
dam, directly 
abreast of the city, and the choice be­ 
tween the two is the active and impor­ 
tant question agitating the people, the 
points concerned which, are influencing 
the decision, to wit: 
That it is entirely 
a question of damages charged by pro­ 
perty owners for overflowed lands. 
As between the two sites, the differ­ 
ence in estimated cost Is not so much, 
and whether either site is selected the 
main effect on the stream as to improve­ 
ments for navigation purposes and as to 
water power is not materially different. 
Either would give, on the bottom lands 
and lakes, large boomage for log storage 
But taking up the lower site 
in detail, the following ate the rough 
fig u r e 
'I he hunks at the points of con­ 
tact of the dam structure, are close to 50 
feet above mean water, and the dam face 
would be about 475 feet. 
The milldam 
surface and pond measurement would 
give with a dam height of 20 feet, 25,Gut) 
horse power. 
The surveys w hich were 
all completed last fall, were 1“ foot fall, 
which will flood 250 to 300 acies of bot­ 
toms on the westward c l the channel, 
and about 400 acres on the side, making 
650 to 700 acres in all, flooded before the 
proposed site above is reached at all— 
adding that much to the mill dam capac­ 
ity over what the upper «ite would se­ 
cure. 
Also these bottoms would be cov- 
eied by the dam height of Is feet, with 
IO to 12 feet of water, making a great 
body of water navigable for a1! boats im ­ 
mediately abreast of the city, with the 
banks now known a-; the 
boulevard 
stretching around in such a manner as 
to lie most advantageous for docks and 
wharves. 
With this arrangement the 
nulls and factpiies would perhaps go be­ 
low to the bottom areas toward the pres­ 
ent Howe works, the power transmitted 
by race. 
Going on up stream as the 
levels have been run, we will note the 
effect front this lower dam. 
At two and 
one-half miles up Hire lake will be reach­ 
ed, a body of water about one-half by 
three-fourths of a mile in extent, w ith 
deep water. 
It w ill he raised over IO feet 
and its mouth Into the Mississippi, now 
a small brook, made of large size, all of 
slack water. 
Above this lake are fully 
3,000 acres of flats, which will l>c flooded 
into a heavy body of water. 
N ine tulips 
un is rabbit laket a body two miles long 
or deep water, a great ducking and flsh- 
mg ground. 
This will also receive back 
water, and its outlet converted into the 
same waterstorage. 
Returning south on 
the north side, almost abreast of Brainerd 
proper is Gilbert lake, the city summer 
resort, now lined with cottages. 
This 
lake is several miles in extent, and a very 
charming place with evergreen banks, 
high and beautiful in summer with flow­ 
ers of every description, and the lake 
itself in nooks and bays in that season is 
covered w ith pond I i 111 es and other water 
flowers. 
This lake lies in such a manner 
to the north hank of the river that a cut­ 
ting of less than 20 rods will equalize this 
lake to the dam level and connect its 
waters to the great system. 
The rapids 
previously mentioned as in the way of 
use of the river arc known as French and 
Flat rapids, and that at the north of Rab­ 
bit brook 
jill very formidable obstruc­ 
tions, and all completory flowed out by 
this dam—eompletly restoring a reach of 
over fourteen miles 
by the river, and 
making navigation 
good— Brainerd to 
Aitkin, from which 
latter place it is 
now good 
to Grand Rapids. 150 milles 
making a total of of navigable water 
from Brainerd of some 225 miles, 
What 
of water power and log boomage 
the 
dam wit afford is easily estimated. 
The 
mill 
dam 
surface and 
acquirements 
actual and possible, from flooding the 
Jakes and bottom areas and flats, about 
4,(XX* acres; total 8,ICH* acres, or exceed­ 
ing 20,OOO,OCK* square feet, at an average 
depth of ten feet this would make the 
enormous 
amount of over 200,000,000 
cubic feet of water, 
exclusive of the 
cubic contents of the body of the river 
itself, through its course of fourteen or 
fifteen miles, that this dam would ac­ 
cumulate, from the waters above, and 
add to the bodies and volumes of waters 
as existing without the dam. 
It is such 
an enterprise as thus outlined, leaving 
out of the question a1! discussions as to 
advantages 
as for 
milling operations 
here, at the base of all the upper Mis­ 
sissippi lumber cut of exceeding 325,000,- 
000 annually, and setting aside the ques­ 
tion of bearing on Hie future of this city 
and other parts of the state in securing 
such a water power as this, that has en­ 
gaged the efforts and attention of the 
public 
spirited 
gentlemen 
pushing 
it. 
They began two years ago, expect­ 
ing at first to obtain from the state leg­ 
islature all the 
needful legislation for 
thus going into the Mississippi. 
Con­ 
gressional action was found necessary, 
and, after tedious work in the last con­ 
gress, to which Mr Nelson, the represen­ 
tative from the Fifth district, gave his 
best efforts, they were disapointcd to sec 
congress adjourn and the bill die w ith 
tile session. 
For the present congress, 
forearmed by 
being 
forewarned, 
Mr. 
Nelson was one of the earliest on the 
ground, and w ith the outside assistance 
simply in the way of presenting the fact 
that there was nothing mlcrferring, and 
that the government engineers approved 
the work, as an addition to the Missis 
Sippi reservoir system, Mr. N elson w ork­ 
ed it through the house nearly a month 
ago, and now Senator Sabin has done 
the same thing with the senate.

The following sto ry w as to ld by a 
young m an who had deserted the U nit­ 
ed S tates arm y: 
“ I w as born and raised in New York 
City. 
I ran 
aw ay 
and 
becam e 
a 
tram p. 
T he sum m er of 1883 found 
me in Chicago, and one d ay I m ade up 
m y m ind to quit tram ping and join 
the arm y. 
On the 1 5th d ay of Sep­ 
tem ber, 1883, I enlisted in T roop I), 
F irst United S ta tes C avalry, and a 
happy boy I w as th a t day to think of 
the glory of brass b utton s, sabres,car­ 
bines, drills and b a ttles th a t was in 
store for me, to sa y nothing of $ 13 
per m onth and my ration s. 
In view 
of the fact th a t I had been strapped 
and begging for som e m onths, I con­ 
sidered I had struck a gold mine. 
“ I got m y uniform and accoutre­ 
m ents in Chicago, and hung around 
there a couple of weeks, feeling good 
and w aiting for orders. 
I went W est 
on the lo t h d ay of Oetotier. 
I ar­ 
rived a t F o rt Ellis, M ontana, and 
there I stayed eight m onths. 
If I live 
a thousand years I shall never forget 
m y experience there. T he fine n otion s 
I 
had 
form ed 
of ai rily 
life v a n ­ 
ished 
in 
a jiffy. 
H ow long d o you 
think a plain tram p like m e could be 
happy getting up a t daybreak and 
groom ing 
horses 
tw o hours every 
m orning before breakfast? 
Yes, sir; it 
is a cold fact th at I, heretofore a m an 
of leisure, a hungry one, to be sure, 
but yet a m an of leisure, had to go to 
the stab les every m orning after re­ 
veille, and groom horses a b o u t tw o 
hours. 
I have had this thing to do 
m any a tim e on an em p ty stom ach 
when the therm om eter was tw enty- 
five degrees below zero. 
We break­ 
fasted between 7 arid 9 o ’clock on 
hash, bread and coffee; the fare was 
alw ays the sam e—hash, bread and 
coffee for breakfast, pork and beans 
for dinner. 
FII bet I’ve eaten enough 
hash to run a boarding-house a year. 
But I d o n ’t com plain a b ou t the ra­ 
tions; 
I 
had fared worse before I 
turned soldier. 
After breakfast we 
were ordered ‘all hands o u t to police,’ 
which m eant to clean up quarters, 
rake off the snow , and straighten up 
t bines generally. 
Then cam e the tim e 
for saw ing and hauling w ood. 
W ecut 
all our ow n Hook by m ule power. Tile 
m ule worked a treadm ill and cut the 
wood that way. 
At last I rose fro in a 
groom to the m ore aristocratic rank 
of a scullion. 
I washed the dishes in 
which the hash had been perpetrated. 
But my m enial duties as a soldier 
were not relaxed. 
Just why I had to 
stand guard over a, h aystack tw o 
hours at night, when it was 40degrees 
below zero I never knew. 
But Idid it. 


struck a m an who asked me, in re* 
sponse to m y application for work, ii 
I could fire a steam b oat engine. 
I 
asked him which w ay the engine was 
running, and he told me from Chicago 
to Buffalo. 
T h at w as the w ay I w anted to go; 
so I told him I w as a first-class fire­ 
m an. and he gave m e a job. 
I fired 
the engine on a b oat from Chicago to 
Buffalo, and it was ab out the toughest 
work I ever did. 
You ought to have 
seen m e when I got there.

W ashington

Benet, chief of ordnance, I’nited S tates 
arm y, is having tw enty-five new steel 
breech loading field guns constructed, 
to tak e the place of the ob solete field 
; artillery with which our light batteries 
are now equipped. 
W hile the details 
! can n ot be given, it is sufficient to say 
th a t the new piece will be rifled, of 3.2 
caliber, takin g a charge of nearly four 
and one-half pounds of powder and a 
thirteen-pound 
solid 
projectile, the 
shell being p rop o rtio n a tely lighter. 
W ith this gun he expects to ob tain 
som e unusual results. 
Tile extrem e 
range will be ab out 0 ,0 0 0 yards, quite 
as great a d istance as m odern require 
m ents deem necessary. 
T he shooting 
will be of unusual accuracy. 
A six- 
foot target, which can scarcely be seen 
at a m ile and a half, with this new gun 
and its im proved system of sighting 
can be struck six tim es ou t of ten. and 
closer ranges produce sharpshooting 
th a t is equally astonishin g. Gen. Ben­ 
et has not exploited t lie excellences of 
his new rifle, but he expects to show 
the country at the form al trial tests 
th a t his departm ent is not behind th a t 
of an y other nation in scientifk a tta in ­ 
m ents backed by the best m echanical 
work in iron and steel. 
In th e m atter 
of our coast and harbor defenses, Gen. 
Benet believes th a t th is cou n try will 
profit by the experience and in v esti­ 
gation s of England and G erm any, and 
ad op t som e system of iron am i steel 
turret forts, arm ed with high-power 
guns of the great est serviceable ca I iller, 
having a torpedo b attery attached.

TO BE EE-BUILT IMMEDIATELY. 


T k e P l a n a and Specifications Already 
Drawn and Work to bo C om ­ 
menced Immediately 
At 3:40 Sunday m orning last the shrill 
cry of lire 
and 
the ringing 
of 
en­ 
gine an»l fire bells announce I the fact to 
the slum bering citizens that a fire of un­ 
usual importance was raging, and its lo­ 
cation was at the N orthern Pacific shops. 
The blaze started in the engine room of 
the planing mill, having been kinrlled 
by a spark falling into the shaving tow­ 
er, and was first discovered by the night 
watchm an, but a heavy gale was blow­ 
ing at the time, and before he could get 
the shop hose unreeled the flames had 
gained such headway as to make it im ­ 
possible to stop their ravages, and be 
turned his attention to sounding the 
alarm. 
The flames lighted up the coun­ 
try for miles around and in the darkness 
of the night, w ith the flames roaring.sky­ 
ward, and the clouds of sparks and cin ­ 
ders being carried by the wind out over 
tlio city made a grand sight. 
An im- 
mense crowd had gathered to the scene 
of the conflagration and their attention 
was turned to saving rolling stock and 
preventing the flames from spreading to 
the adjoining buildings. 
T he p la n in r 
mill, m achine shop and upholstery de­ 
partm ent, together with the old office, 
were soon a mass of flames, the wind 
driving the fire before it w ith terrible 
velocity. 
The old round house was next 
ignited and was soon leveled to the 
ground, and here tiic fury of flic flames 
was spent. 
This latter was a fcurtcen- 
stall building used a* a freight repair 
shop and contained several refrigerator 
and other cars, which wore destroyed 
alike, a car having been run of! the tu rn ­ 
table into the pit which made it im pos­ 
sible to get anything out even had the 
heat not been so intense as to m ake it im ­ 
possible. 
T he coach shop, paint shop 
and several other buildings, together with 
the luml>er yard, was saved by the wind 
being from the northeast. 
The dam age 
t> th e company is estimated at $100,000 
which is covered by insurance in the Liv­ 
erpool, Ixmdon and 
Globe 
company. 
Twenty-five cars were entirely destroyed 
and several coaches were dam aged by 
being acorched. 
The duration of the 
conflagration was not over thirty-five 
minutes from the time it was discovered 
and the area burned extended over sev­ 
eral acres. 
The burned district covered 
that part built by Jay Cook some four­ 
teen years ago, and have been considered 
to be nothing but a tinder box for some 
time; the fire was nut a surprise, it laing 
more of a wonder that they have stood 
so long. 
The Villard portion of 
tlie 
Northern Pacific works are on the south 
side of the track and were completed 
some four years ago, being built of iron 
and brick, and fire-proof, which were u n ­ 
injured. 
The loss of tools and im ple­ 
ments falls quite heavy on some of the 
employees nearly 
all of them having 
more or less about the shops 
Win P er­ 
cy’s loss will reach $2<*0, he having lately 
purchased a fine outfit of drafting instru­ 
ments. 
Geo. Forsyth also comes in for a 
share, and others which it is impossible 
to mention for lack of space and time. 
The burning of this portion of the shops 
cast a gloom over the community as 
somewhere in the neighborliood of 4<*o 
men are employed in that departm ent, 
hut all fears were dtspellei by a notice 
[)osted by master car-buildcr Barber to 
the effect that no one would he thrown 
out of employment and for every man to 
report for duty Monday morning as m a n ­ 
ufactured materials bad been accum u­ 
lated which was not destroyed, and al­ 
though some are obliged to work out of 
doors every man is at work, and the force 
increased in order to clear up the wreck. 


TO BR R E B U IL T . 
It is good news to the citizens of Brain­ 
erd that we are aide to announce tiiat the 
shops will be rebuilt immediately and of 
a substantial character which forever mot­ 
tles the question as to w hether Brainerd 
is to he the head center of operations fur 
the company, a question which has agi­ 
tated the minds of skeptical ones for 
some time. 
The construction of the new 
shops, so we are informed by Mr. Small, 
will be commenced as soon ns the grounds 
can be put in shape and the burned m a­ 
chinery and debris cleared away, 
The 
new building will he 70x160 feet long and 
40x70 feet of it being two stories high, 
with a wing attached for an engine room 
and boilers 40x85 feet. 
It will be a fire­ 
proof building built of brick and iron 
with a slate roof and will probably stand 
lengthwise of the track in the same posi­ 
tion as the store building 
Wc are in­ 
formed, although not officially, that the 
machinery for the new works lias a l­ 
ready been secured, part of It to come 
from shops at Livingston, M. T., which 
were erected there hut never used and 
the rem ainder coming direct from the 
m anufacturers which will he of the latest 
improved patterns. 
Let the people of Brainerd rejoice that 
that the qncstion of her future prosper­ 
ity is forever settled.

Dam Statistics. 


The following article, although some­ 
w hat lengthy, is of an interesting ch a r­ 
acter. 
A fter stating a few facts ibe cor­ 
respondent of a Si. Pan! paper says that 
the mere throw ing of a dam into the 
Mississippi at Brainerd, even though it 
w re known that it would m ake a big 
head of water, for power purposes, would 
be no more than has been done at other 
points in the river above St. Paul, as at 
St. Cloud, 
now constructing, 
and at 
Sauk Rapids, long built. 
But the dif­ 
ference in the Brainerd 
ease is very 
m aterial, arising prim alily in the n atu r­ 
al condition of i he stream at Brainerd, 
and above ia for twenty or thirty 
miles; 
and w ith in the next place a marked d if­ 
ference in the shape of the stream, depth, 
banks, etc., at Brainerd, for adaptation 
to w ater power and navigation, when 
improved as proposed. 
This 
primary 
differance will be best set forth in ail 
account of what the dam, as the survey 
shows, will aceompolish, in transform a­ 
tion of the rapids and present impedi­ 
ments to navigation, the other respect of 
dillerence may be thus described: 
At 
twelve to fifteen miles above Brainerd 
begin a series of lakes close to the main 
stream, with in Iris more or less marshy, 
and then follow small rapids, at intervals 
of a few miles, dow n to the last rapid, a 
mile or so above the city limits of Brain­ 
erd; also Rice lake comes in at nearly the 
same jxunt. 
Im m ediately below Rice 
lake and the last rapid the banks of the 
river become loftipr, the bottom lands 
disappear until thy banks now become 
uniform ly of a height on both sides, and 
that from 35 to 50 feet, approach to a 
comparatively narrow throat at one par­ 
ticular point.

prolonged northw ard to the river bank. 
From this narrdw throat above, over the 
whole distance mo«tioned, past the rap ­ 
ids and lake inlets—twelve miles or more, 
the stream is not navigable, even in a 
medium stage of water, and only in the 
very highest of water, at a flood tide, 
could merchandizing boats of any size 
get oyer at all. 
As a rule, even logs 
in running from the pineries experience 
difficulty in passing. 
The upper narrow 
throat is one possible site of the dam. 
From tins point downward the stream 
make a great sweep around almost three 
side* of the city of Brainerd, viz., the 
north side, west, and bending somewhat 
at the south side. 
The same high hanks 
continue following the stream 
dow n­ 
ward from Schwartz, but widening out 
very m uch while passing the north and 
northwest faces of the city, 
forming 
extended and greatly indented bottom 
lands along those faces, but coming to­ 
gether closely again when fust abreast 
of the cenral line of the city east and 
west, at which point the N orthern P a ­ 
cific crossing was selected, its present 
bridge lies but a few hundred feet be­ 
low this second narrowing. 
Then below 
this the stream continues narrow for a 
few hundred yards, then widens again 
into 
a bottom land, there is a 
small 
(Boom) lake, and here are located the 
mills and yards including the flouring 
mill of Howes & Davis and the lumber 
mills of J. J. llowc & Co. 
A t the second 
narrowing 
mentioned 
viz., less than 
l/*0o feet above the N orthern Pacific and 
the present wagon bridge is the second 
proposed 
site 
for 
the 
dam, directly 
abreast of the city, and the choice be­ 
tween the two is the active and impor­ 
tant question agitating the people, the 
point# concerned which, are influencing 
the decision, to wit: 
T h at it is entirely 
a question of damages charged by pro­ 
perty owners for overflowed lands. 
As between the two sites, the differ­ 
ence in estimated cost is not so much, 
and whether either site is selected the 
main effect on the stream as lo im prove­ 
ments for navigation p u r p l e s and as to 
w ater power is not materially different. 
Either would give, on the bottom lands 
and lakes, large boomage for log storaire 
for mills. 
But taking up the lower site 
in detail, the following are the rough 
figures. 
1 he bunks at the points of con­ 
tact of the dam structure, are close to 50 
feet above mean water, and the dam face 
would be about 475 feet. 
The milldam 
surface and pond measurem ent would 
give with a dam height of 20 feet, 25,0oo 
horse pow er. 
The surveys which were 
all completed last fall, were 18 fool fall, 
which will flood 250 to 300 acies of bot­ 
toms on the westward cf the channel, 
and about 400 acres on the side, m aking 
650 to 700 acres in all, flooded before the 
proposed site above is reached at all— 
adding that much to the mill dam capac­ 
ity over what the upper «itc would se­ 
cure. 
Also these bottoms would be cov- 
eied by the dam height of 1* feet, with 
10 to 12 teet of water, m aking a great 
body of water navigable for oil boats im­ 
mediately abreast of the city, with the 
banks now known as the 
boulevard 
stretching around in such a manner as 
to he most advantageous for docks and 
wharves. 
W ith this arrangem ent the 
mills and f^ptpnes would perhaps go be­ 
low to the bottom areas toward the pres­ 
ent Howe works, the power transm itted 
by race. 
Going on up stream as the 
levels have been run, we will note the 
effect from this lower dam. 
At two and 
one-hnlf miles up Rice lake will be reach­ 
ed, a body of w ater about one-half by 
three-fourths of a mile in extent, with 
deep water. 
It will be raised over 10 feet 
and its m outh into the Mississippi, now 
a small brook, made of large size, all of 
slack w ater. 
Above this lake are fully 
3,(KV» acres of flats, which will l>c flooded 
into a heavy body of water. 
Nino milps 
ur> is rabbit lake( a body two miles long 
qi deep water, a great ducking and flsli- 
ing ground. 
This will also receive back 
water, and its outlet converted into the 
same w ater storage. 
Returning south on 
the north side, almost abreast of Brainerd 
proper is Gilbert lake, the city summ er 
resort, now lined with cottages. 
This 
lake is several miles in extent, and a very 
charm ing place w ith evergreen banks, 
high and beautiful in summ er with flow­ 
ers of every description, and the lake 
itself in nooks and bays in that season is 
covered w ith pond lillies and other water 
flowers. 
This lake lies in such a manner 
to the north bank of the river that a cu t­ 
tin g of less than 20 rods will equalize this 
lake to the dam level and connect its 
waters to the great system. 
The rapids 
previously mentioned as in the way of 
use of the river arc known as French and 
Flat rapids, and that at the north of Rab­ 
bit brook 
all very formidable obstruc­ 
tions, and all completely flowed out by 
this dam —completly restoring a reach of 
over fourteen miles 
by the river, and 
m aking navigation 
good—Brainerd to 
Aitkin, from which 
latter place it is 
now good to G rand Rapids. 150 milles 
making a total of of navigable water 
from Brainerd of some 225 miles, 
W hat 
of w ater power and log boomage 
the 
dam wil afford is easily estimated. 
The 
mill 
dam 
surface and 
acquirements 
actual and possible, from flooding the 
lakes and oottom areas and flats, about 
4,000 acres; total 8,100 acres, or exceed­ 
ing 20,000,000 square feet, at an average 
depth of ten feet this would make the 
enormous 
am ount of over 200,000,000 
cubic feet of water, 
exclusive of the 
cubic contents of the body of the river 
itself, through its course of fourteen or 
fifteen miles, that this dam would ac­ 
cumulate, from the waters above, and 
add to the bodies and volumes of waters 
as existing w ithout the dam. 
It is such 
an enterprise ns thus outlined, leaving 
out of the question al! discussions as to 
advantages 
as for 
milling operations 
here, at the base of all the upper .Mis­ 
sissippi lumber cut of exceeding 325,000,- 
000 annually, and setting aside the ques­ 
tion of bearing on the future of this city 
and other parts of the state in securing 
such a w ater power as this, that has en­ 
gaged the efforts and attention of the 
public 
spirited 
gentlemen 
pushing 
it. 
They began two years ago, expect­ 
ing a t first to obtain from the state leg­ 
islature all the 
needful legislation for 
thus going into the Mississippi. 
Con­ 
gressional action was found necessary, 
and, after tedious work in the last con­ 
gress, to which Mr Nelson, the represen­ 
tative from the F ifth district, gave his 
best efforts, they were disapointcd to see 
congress adjourn and tlie bill die w ith 
tlie session. 
For the present congress, 
forearmed by 
being 
forewarned, 
Mr. 
Nelson was one of the earliest on the 
ground, and w ith the outside assistance 
simply in the way of presenting the fact 
that there was nothing interferring, and 
that the government engineers approved 
the work, as an addition to the Missis 
sippi reservoir system, Mr. Nelson w ork­ 
ed it through the house nearly a m onth 
ago, and now Senator Sabin has done 
the same tiling w ith the senate.

T he following sto ry was to ld by a 
young m a n w ho had deserted the U nit­ 
ed Htates arm y: 
“ I was born and raised in New York 
City. 
I ran 
aw ay 
an d 
became a 
tram p . 
T he sum m er of 188.3 found 
me in Chicago, a n d one d ay I m ade up 
my m ind to qu it tram p in g an d join 
the arm y . 
On the 15 th d a y of Sep­ 
tember, 1883, I enlisted in T ro o p D, 
First United S ta te s C avalry, a n d a 
hap py boy I was t h a t d ay to th in k of 
the glory of brass b utto n s, sabres,car­ 
bines, drills a n d b a ttle s t h a t was in 
store for me, to say nothing of $13 
per m o n th a n d my ration s. 
In view 
of the fact th a t I h a d been strap ped 
and begging for some m o nth s, I con­ 
sidered I had struck a gold mine. 
“ I got my uniform and accoutre­ 
m ents in Chicago, a n d hung a ro u n d 
there a couple of w’eeks, feeling good 
and waiting for orders. 
I went W est 
on the 10th d ay of O ctober. 
I ar- | 
rived a t F o r t Ellis, M ontana, and 
there I stay ed eight m onths. 
If I live 
a th o u sa n d years I shall never forget 
m y experience there. T he fine notions

had 
formed of a rm y life v a n ­ 
ished 
in 
a jiffy. 
How long do you 
think a plain tr a m p like me could be 
happ y getting up a t d ay b reak and 
grooming 
horses tw o hou rs every 
m orning before breakfast? 
Yes, sir; it 
is a cold fact th a t I, heretofore a m an 
of leisure, a hungry one, to be sure, 
but yet a m an of leisure, h a d to go to 
the stables every morning after re­ 
veille, an d groom horses a b o u t tw o 
hours. 
I have had this thing to do 
m any a tim e on an em p ty stom ach 
when the th erm o m eter was twenty- 
five degrees below zero. 
We break ­ 
fasted between 7 and 9 o'clock on 
hash, bread an d coffee; the fare was 
alw ays the sam e—hash, bread an d 
coffee for breakfast, pork an d beans 
for dinner. 
I’ll bet I ’ve eaten enough 
hash to run a boarding-house a year. 
B ut I d o n ’t com plain a b o u t the r a ­ 
tions; 
I 
had fared worse before 1 
tu rn ed soldier. 
After breakfast we 
were ordered ‘all han ds o u t to police,' 
which meant to clean up qu arters, 
rake off th e snow, an d straighten up 
things generally 
T hen cam e the tim e 
for sawing a n d hauling wood. 
W ecut 
all our own wook by mule power. The 
mule worked a treadm ill and cut the j 
wood th a t way. 
At last I rose from a j 
groom to the m ore aristo cratic rank 
of a scullion. 
1 washed the dishes in 
which the hash h ad been ja rp e t rated . j 
But my menial duties as a soldier j 
were not relaxed. 
Ju st why I had to ! 
sta n d guard over a h a y sta c k tw o 1 
hours at night, w hen it was 4 0 degrees 
below zero I never knew. 
B ut I did it 
But I had one co n so lation —my relief 
fared worse th a n I did. 
He wore 
heavy underclothes, a fatigue uniform, 
a blouse and a big buffalo overcoat, j 
tw o 
pairs 
of 
woolen 
socks, 
arm y 
bo ots 
an d 
fur-lined over- i 


struck a m a n who asked me, in re* 
sponse to m y application for work, il 
I could fire a ste a m b o a t engine. 
I 
asked him which way the engine was 
running, an d he told me from Chicago 
to Buffalo. 
T h a t was th e w ay I w anted to go; 
so I told him I was a first-class fire­ 
m an. a n d he gave me a job. 
I fired 
the engine on a b o a t from Chicago to 
Buffalo, and it was a b o u t the toughest 
work 1 ever did. 
You ought to have 
seen me when I got there. 
My hands 
were as big an d as red as ham s; my 
face was as raw as a beefsteak; I was 
as ugly as Bitting Ball.

Benet, chief of ordnance, United Btates 
a rm y , is having twenty-five new steel 
breech-loading field guns constructed, 
to ta k e th e place of the obsolete field 
artillery with which ouriight batteries 
are now equipped. 
While the details 
c a n n o t be given, it is sufficient to say 
th a t the new piece will bo rifled, of 3.2 
caliber, taking a charge of n**arly four 
a n d one-half po un ds of powder and a 
thirteen-pound 
solid 
projectile, the 
shell being p ro p o rtio n a te ly lighter. 
W ith this gun he expects to o b ta in 
som e unusual results. 
T he extrem e 
range will be a b o u t 0 ,00 0 yards, quite 
as great a distance a s m odern require 
m ents deem necessary. 
The shooting 
will be of unusual accuracy. 
A six- 
foot target, which can scarcely be seen 
a t a mile an d a half, with thisnew g un 
an d its im proved system of sighting 
can be struck six tim es o u t of ten. and 
closer ranges produce sh arp sh o o t ing 
t h a t is equally astonishing. Gen. Ben- 
et h a s not exploited the excellences of 
his new rifle, but he expects to show 
the c o u n try a t the formal trial tests 
t h a t his de p a rtm en t is n o t behind t h a t 
of a n y other n a tio n in scientific a t t a i n ­ 
m en ts backed by the best m echanical 
w ork in iron an d steel. 
In th e m a tte r 
of o u r co ast an d h a rb o r defenses, Gen. 
Benet believes that, this c o u n try will 
profit by the experience an d investi­ 
gations of England a n d G erm any, and 
a d o p t some system of iron am i steel 
tu r r e t forts, arm ed with high-power 
guns of th eg reatest serviceable caliber, 
having a torpedo b a tte ry atta c h e d .
